a. Upon arrival at Lolpalg nain railroad station, bo van not b/ 
SUBJECT and driven in SUBJECT'S Yolkswagwa to 30BJJCT' o apartaont. During 
th# owning SUBJECT apologised because tho pooplo in tho East Zone worn at ill 
sha bbily drooood, that they wore poorly fed, and looked sufficient housing. 
SUBJECT indicated that a aoro oonoontratod effort >111 be mad* In the immediate 
future to better the lot of the average person in the East Zone in the above 
mentioned' difficulties, and that perhaps within four or five years, the 
living standard in the East Zoos would equal that of tha Vest Zona. Politically 
speaking, SUBJECT bad apparently adopted the change in the Cosstuniet outlook 
Initiated by Ehrusohev and Bulganin. He continually referred to the type 

of Government of East Cermany as being "Sooiallstio" . Be echoed the opinion 
of the Communist; that Cermany should be. ooaplstely neutral country with no 
aray of its own and that all foreign troops should be withdrawn. 

b. SUBJECT Indicated that in addition to his duty an Econoaio 
Editor for the iational Zeltung (newspaper), he la now the direotor for a 
ao-oallod Auffangslagwr (Refugee Casp) at Bisenaoh (SB 9349). East Carman/. 

This caap la an incoming reporting and processing center for "refugees froa 
the Best". SUBJECT indicated that he personally sortens the Individual* 
reporting to this oaap to see that they are politically clean. After the 
individuals are screened, they are than placed in East Carman indie try . 

0. In discussing the AD 3 ( Ar be it sgesel ns 0 haft Deutachar Soldatan - 
( Association of Carman Soldiers) with SUBJECT, Souro# stated that building 
of the organisation in the feet la at a atandatill and that little Interest 
is being shown by former Osman soldiers in the last. 

d. SUBJECT plane to attend the Sport-und-Tumf est (Sport and 
Gymnastics Festival) to be held in leipxlg in tha first part of September 
1956, then plans to enter a sanltoriua for treatment of a blood circulatory 
ailment. 80ERJCH appeared physloally tired and had a tendency to drag hie 
right foot. 

e. Prior to this trip to Lelpiig, Source hud received a poot-oard

3ourc* waa to notify BOEEEfi aa soon 
aa possible whether he would ba able to sale the meeting. 

a. Source want a telegram lnaedlately to HOEHER, informing him 
that ha would arrive in Eisenach by train at approximately 1450 hours, 

II August 1936. Subeequently. Souroa contacted Oottlob Berger, presently 
residing In Mooeburg (KU 4426), Germany, and Itemed that he too had reoeived 
an Invitation to Eisenach. They decided that they would travel to Eisenach 
together. 

b . At approxi* .tely 0700 hours, 11 Augiiet 1956, Source and Berger 
departed Stuttgart (K Y 130}), Cemany for Eleenach by train, arrlTing In 
Eleenaoh at approximately 1530 boure the eame day. They were set at the 
Eleenach railway etatlon by SUBJECT and transported in SUBJECT'S YoLkewag*n 
to Hotel Thnrlngerhof In Eleenach- They were allowed to clean up fro« the 
trip and at approxlaately 1700 hours, were act In the hotel by ax-Ceneml 
Josef Brandt, Tolkatoaner (Peoples' Chamber) delegate and foraer head of 
the Yolhepollxel (Peoplee' Police), and ex-Oeneral Fhu Heehllng.

' Berger, described by Source a* being a very Independent and stubborn 
Individual, naked Brandt what the prerequisite would be for unification 
of the East and Veat factions of ADS in order to attempt to hare Germany 
reunified politically? Brandt then stated that the Western faction of 
ADS Was to propagandise against the required all ltarjr service of the 
youth in the Test Zone and that the elx point plan set forth in the con- 
▼antlon of ADS in East Berlin in July 1955 were absolute preroqulal lei. 
Barger, In a sharp sxohange of words with Brandt, told Brandt tbit he would 
not go along with the plan. The seating broke up at approximately 2100 

hours on a diaoordant not'.. It was tenatlvely planned by the group, that 

another nesting would take place see* tie# in September 1956. in the East 

Zone, tbs location of which will be announoed at a later date.
